VICTIM HELD 


Boy’s Father Ready: 
to Pay Ransom. 


(Pictures on back page.) 

Shotgun squads were prepared last 
night for a battle with Mafia kid- 
napers who are holding 10 year old 
William Ranieri for ransom. A report 
from Elgin, Ill., said Deputy Commis- 
sioner John P. Stege had searched a 
resort operated by Rocco de Grazio, 
three miles outside Elgin and obtained 
information the boy had been kept 
there, but .was removed some time 
Thursday. 

Four detective bureau squads hur- 
ried from their headquarters shortly 
after 9 o’clock with extra weapons 
supplied to each, as well as a’ quantity 
of tear gas bombs. This was soon 
after a conference between Deputy 
Stege and Assistant State’s Attorneys 
Charles J. Mueller and Samuel A. 

offman, who were assigned yester- 
day to aid in finding the child, dead 
or alive. 

The prosecutors sent detectives to 
arrest Angelo Petitti, 1737 West Polk 
street, owner of a soft drink parlor 
at 1525 West Polk street, with whom 


communieating. They were of the 
opinion, they said, that. Petitti was a 
go-between and knew the actual kid- 
napers. He was brought to the Cragin 
station at 1 o’clock this morning. 
Father Called to Conference. 

The prosecutors then went to the 
Cragin police station where Salvatore 
Mastroianni and Renaldo Scaldeo were 
in cells under formal charges of kid- 
naping for ransom. They sent for 
A. Frank Ranieri, Italian contractor, 
father of the kidnapers’ victim, and 
for hours the prisoners, the father, 
Capt. James E. Doherty, and the pros- 
ecutors were-closeted in an office with 
the door locked. 

Then Sergt. Thomas Burns was sent 
to the Ranieri home at 4901 Altgeld 
street, to bring in Tony Dominick, 
alias Tom Dyer, an employé of the 
tity sealer’s office until two weeks ago 
and a cousin of the Ranieri family. 
The father was gloomily persistent 
in his desire to dispense with police 
assistance in the recovery of his boy. 
He wanted to be let alone to deal with 
the Mafia himself—a custom inborn 


Father Willing to Pay. 

“In twenty-four hours I'll get my 
boy back if you keep out of it,” he 
said to the police, indicating he was 
willing to pay at least a portion of 
the money demanded from him, which 
at first was $60,000. To the prosecu- 
tors he told this story: 

“They called me up the day after 
my boy was kidnaped. They said I 
would have to pay $60,000. I said ‘I 
haven't got $60,000 and I won't pay 
you a dime.’ They said they'd kill 
him. I said, ‘All right, kill him and 
eat him, too. But, no, you won't 
eat him because he is only skin and 
bones.’ 

*“ He seemed light hearted about it,” 
Mueller said, “and I don’t think he 
fears the boy will be killed.” 

Prosecutor Hoffman emerged trois 
the room about midnight and said the 
statements of Ranieri and Mastroianni 


conflicted. The father said he had 


gone to Mastroianni, who is the god- 
father of little Billy, last Wednesday, 
and told him about the ransom de- 
mand and that Mastroianni to 
help him by getting in touch with 
agents of the extortion ring. . 
Found Hiding at Home. 

Mastroianni, who, police say, is him- 
self an agent of the extortionists, said 
Dominick came to him first the day 
after the kidnaping and that every 
day after that he met the father and 
cousin and went seeking some one 
with whom to negotiate for the boy’s 
release. That caused the order to 
bring in Dominick, and he was found 
Ranieri home. 

Police Commissioner William F. 
Russel] issued a written order that 
charges be placed egainst Mastroijan- 
ni after an application had been made 
for a writ of habeas corpus for him 
to Judge Denis J, Normoyle by Attor- 
ney A. R. Fillitti. The prisoners will 
be arraigned this morning at the 
Shakespeare avenue court. 
Dominick was released and wen‘ 
back to the Ranieri home, where a 
police guard was maintained. They 
felt certain that the Mafia agents 
would send-a final word to tne home 
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during the night or early today as the 
last call placed the deadline as today,

The terrifying weapon was found

' Mayer, records show, has a criminal 
record extending over 14 years. He 
and his companion are being held in 
jail here awaiting the expected arrival | 
of a warrant from Seattle, charging | 
him with the murder of Bassett. 
First Time Used by Criminal. 

This is the first time in history, po- 
lice say, that a poison gas gun has 
been found in the possession of a 
criminal, The weapon, slightly small- 
er than a .32 caliber pistol, was of a 
rubber composition. Its barrel, lined 
with steel, showed evidences of being 
fired several times. With the gun was 
found a box containing 97 gas cart- 
ridges. Three of the original hundred 
cartridges had been used. 

The pistol, -it was found from the 
written instructions on itw use, had 
been Obtained from the Pacific Arms 
corporation of San Francisco, the 
president of which is now serving a 
3 year term for gun running across 
the border into Mexico. He long has 
been suspected of supplying firearms 
to criminals. 


Once Escaped Murder Charge. |

At _the cabinet meeting to- 
day the various department appropri- 
ations were canvassed and steps taken 
to*save $94,000,000 before June 30, 
1829. The President thinks there will 
be no deficit as a result of these 
efforts 


Mr. Hoover’s supporters may find 
their comfort in this reflection of the 
White House attitude today.

Dr. MacKenzie goes a little fur- 
ther than the others who have reported, 
saying: “Where five grain doses of 
quinine are given daily as a prophylac- 
tic the clinical symptoms of an attack 
are often more intense and the immedi- 
ate reaction to quinine is less effective 

“In areas where malarial infected 
mosquitoes are numerous, quinine in five 
grain doses is insufficient to prevent an 
attack.” However, he found that the 
use of 10 grains a day as a prophylactic 
was effective. Translating this into the 
language of the street, Dr. MacKenzie 
found that a daily dose of 5 grains of 
quinine, taken by a person living in a 
malarial country, would not protect him 
against chills and fever. When such a 
person did get chills he suffered more 
than the average person and he had to 
take more quinine to cure his disease 
than the average person did. On the 
other hand, Dr. MacKenzie found that 
10 grains of quinine, taken as a prophy- 
lactic, was somewhat effective. Also, 
that 30 grains of quinine a day would 
cure chronic malaria in from 6 to 28 
days, or an average of 18 days.
